field on the Chinese labor question, 
which was so hastily followed by Post- 
master Ainger's emphatic denial that 
the dating stamp upon the envelope 
was in use at the time has led to a 
deal of rummaging here among letters 
mailed at this office since last winter. 
The results of the search show that if 
the character of the stamping on the 
envelope is to be relied upon apart 
from anything Mr. Garfield may say 
to make out a case of forgery, the 
case has already become 
worthless. 
It was not the first time Postmaster 
Ainger had rushed heedles'?ly into 
print this year for partisan purposes, 
nor was it his first blunder. 
The 
gross inaccuracies iu his statement 
about overweight in the documents 
sent from the Democratic Committee 
rooms 
had 
prepared 
the 
public 
for partisan indiscretion on his part, 
and his latest declaration was enough 
to create suspicion. 
There have been 
left at the Democratic 
Committee 
rooms here during the past two days 
no less than a dozen letters of differ- 
ent dates stamped as Postmaster Ain- 
ger declared they could not 
have 
been. Th. Posi reproduces the stamp- 
ing upon 
five 
envelopes, four of 
which were dated previous to April 
13tb, the date on which Mr. Ainger 
claimed to have changed his stamp. 
The stamping upon the five is the 
same. Indeed, one of the five is 
dated in Marc , 1878, and the stamp- 
ing is exLctly like that on another of 
Thursday last.

also collected some envelopes, the 
stamping upon which is rather dam- 
aging to Mr. Ainger's declaration. 
Chairman Dickson, of the committee, 
in a car(i upon the subject, says: 
"Postmaster Ainger says, 'An entire 
new set of canceling stamps were 
placed in use in this department on 
the 13th of April.' 
Now this com- 
mittee have in their possession four 
different kinds of stamps that were in 
use in Mr. Ainger's office in less than 
ten months, which is, at least, evi- 
dence that there was no uniformity in 
the use of the dating stamps. 
The 
stamps of December 29th and January 
2l8t are made of rubber, while those 
of Februiry 27th and April 10th a^e 
made of steel. 
The dating stamp of 
TPeb. 27, 1880, is the exact fac simile 
of that of Oct., 21, 1880—the stemp 
BOKLin use. This is sufiScient evidence 
tbftt- the 
stamp was not changed 
April 13th, as Mr. 
Ainger claims. 
Tliese envelopes can be seen at 
our 
committee rooms any day between the 
h o ^ of 12 and 2 p m."

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—The exami- 
nation of Kennard l^hilp, charged 
with criminal libel on General Gar- 
field,was resumed thisjmorning before 
Judge Davis in the supreme court 
There was a large crowd of spectators 
present. 
The envelope in which the 
Morey letter was contained was hand- 
ed to Judge Davis, and, on motion of 
Counsel Hart, was declared purged of 
contempt. 


Assis'^ant District Attorney 
Bell 
called Albert G. Southworth to the 
staad. He testified that he was an ex- 
pert in handwriting, of fifteen years' 
experience. 
He had compared the 
photographic and 
the 
photo litho- 
graphic copy of the Morey letter with 
the Rockwell and Jewell letters. 
He 
did not think they were in the same 
handwriting; 
also 
compared 
tbe 
Morey letter with exhibits on which 
tbe warrant of arrest was obtained,and 
found sufficiency of characteristics to 
enable him to form the opinion that 
they were in the same handwriting. 


CroSs^xamined: Witness had come 
from Boston on the telegraphic re- 
quest of Marshall Jewell; expected 
pay for his services; made affidavit at 
the request of 
Messrs. Stoughton, 
Knox and Davenport; gave before 
them 
a 
synopsis 
of 
Avhat 
he 
would [testify to; never saw the orig- 
inal Morey letter until this morn- 
ing; did not know General Garfield; 
did not know for whom he will vote. 
The prosecution next called William 
E. Hagan, of Troy, expert in hand- 
writing. 
Witness has examined the 
Morey letter and photograph 
aud 
photo-lithograph 
copies of it, to- 
gether with the exhibits on which 
the warrants were obtained, and his 
opinion was that 
the pereon 
who 
wrote the exhibits wrote the Morey 
letter. 
The Morey letter was evi- 
dently the 
writing 
of 
a person 
imitating another hand, introducing 
strong characteristics of 
his own 
in an exhibit in a signature of Ker- 
ward Philp "K," is exactly similar to 
" K " in kept iu Morey letter. 
He 
found other similarities in 
letters. 
He explained how the Photo litho- 
graphic copies of exhibits No. J, 2,and 
originals there of (Rackewell and 
Jewell letters) and he declares they 
were not in the same 
handwriting, 
cross examined by Mr. Brooke. 
I 
received a telegram from Marshal 
Jewell yesterday that brought me here 
and expected to be paid. 
I 
did 
not 
know 
General 
Garfield, 
and 
was not interested in him any fur- 
ther than to give 
him my 
vote. 
Witness^was then shown by Stoughton 
for the prosecution, the 
envelope 
produced 
this morning, and 
was 
aiked if there had been an erasure on 
the stamp, and he answered in the 
aflirmative. 
Continuing, he 
said: 
"There is an erasure on the stamp in 
the date of the month. 
I can not 
say what the original date v/as, but 
the indications are that the date and 
month have been erased by rubbing.

month cannot be deciphered.

are three stamps on the envelope in 
which no dates can be made out, all 
cf the dates seemingly having been 
erased." 


Mr. Southworth was then recalled 
by Stoughton. 
He was handed the 
Morey envelope, and after examining 
it, testified that the address on the 
envelope is not in the handwriting of 
the person who wrote the Rorkw^ll 
and Jewell letters, but closely resem- 
bles the writing of the person who 
wrote exhibits marked "A" to "K," 
on which the warrants of arrest were 
granted. 
Allen M. Leet, newspaper 
reporter, was examined by the prose- 
cution. 
He said he was familiar 
with Philp's handwriting. 
P^xhibits' 
•'A" to " K " were, witness was of the 
opinion, in Philp's handwriting. 
He 
h^d seen the photo-lithograph copies 
qf the Morey letter, and believed it 
be in Philp's handwriting, and had 
thought so when he first saw a copy. 


Philp alivays had a habit of spelling 
such words as ''companies" with "y» 
instead of "ies." 
In Morey's letter 
this mistake is made. 


At this stage of the case Mr. Bel 
said he 
Mould like to have an ad 
journment, as he had other witnesses 
to examine who v>'ere not present. He 
expected, he said, witnesses from 
Lynn, Massachusetts, who had not ar- 
rived, and that Mr. Payne, his other 
expert witness, was lying sick, and 
unable to attend. 


Tiiis w.<is objected to by Mr. Brooke 
and (ieneral Prjor, who for the de- 
fense said they thought it was duo to 
hi« side to allow him to produce 
proof of the genuineness of the letter. 


After argument by the counsel. 
Judge Davi=? said:

The swindler 
confidentially confesses that he has a 
box full of the wonderful countei- 
feits, and finally oflers, with seeming 
reluctance, to pay his indebtedness 
with them, giving ten dollars for one. 
His only proviso is that the box shall 
not be opened until after hisdeparture 
with the produce, and then nothing 
but sawdust is found. The fermer 
usually keeps silence for the si^eof 
his own rfputation.
